For the first 60 to 72 hours of the chicks’ 
life, Mr. Bittenbender recommends that they 
receive no feed at all. The feed for the first

ed oats,and 1 part of hard-boiled eggs. Af- 
ter this, until the chicks have reached about 
6 weeks of age, their ration can be made up 
of cracked corn, rolled cats and whole wheat 
in equal parts. 

After the sixth week the ration can be 
composed of 66 parts of cracked corn to 34 
of whole wheat. During this time it is well 
to keep a mash before them composed of 
25 parts of middlings, 25 parts of corn meal, 
25 parts of oat flour, 10 parts of dried but- 
termilk, 4 pounds of ground limestone, 2 
pounds of bone meal, 2 pounds of charcoal 
and 1 pound of salt. 

Mr. Bittenbender recommends that one 
person do all the feeding of the chicks, which 
will lessen the liability of neglect or misun- 
derstanding and the chicks will receive more 
uniform care.

Coming Back Too! 


Gather Beef Club Statistics. 

The average baby beef club calf sold in 11 
club auctions last year weighed 940 pounds 
and brought $14.83 per hundred pounds, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by M. S. Park- 
hurst, publicity manager of the International 
Live Stock Exposition, Chicago. The top 
priced club calf of the year sold for $27 a 
hundred. 

A questionnaire was circulated among 
buyers of club calves to secure information 
from the marketing standpoint which might 
be passed on to club members. The ques- 
tions asked were those suggested by cluh 
leaders. 

Most of the buyets were in favor of using 
pure bred calves for club work. Concerning 
the proper size of calf to use, the answers 
indicated a calf weighing between 9C0 and 
1,000 pounds when finished, the average be- 
ing 930 pounds. 

The replies in regard to the proper time 
to sell the club calf ranged from July to 
January, with the majority favoring Sep- 
tember or October. The buyers advised the 
club boys and girls to practice more inten- 
sive feeding so that they might produce 
calves of a higher finish. Calves should be 
kept from water about 18 hours before sale, 
the buyers recommended.

Beef Consumption Increases. 

Official statistics revealing an increase in 
the consumption of beef, veal, and lamb and 
mutton during the year 1925 were contained 
in a report made public recently by D. A. 
Millett, Chairman of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board. A decline in pork con- 
sumption was attributed largely to the 
marked shortage of hogs which prevailed 
during the year. 

The average person in the United States 
consumed a total of 154.38 pounds of all 
meats for the year, or nearly one-half pound 
a day, according to the Boards Chairman. 
He pointed out that this amount was greater 
by about 4 pounds than the average per cap-

The book is well illustrated with charts 
showing the wholesale and retail cuts of 
meat. The chapter on carving contains nine 
illustrations showing the methods of caty- 
ing the various cuts. There are many tables 
which tell at a glance the characteristics and 
methods of preparing the different cuts. 
Carefully thought-out questions and a com- 
piehensive reference list appear at the end 
of each lesson. 

In the short time since the book has been 
off the press, it has been placed in the hands 
of thousands of home economics teachels. 
Hundreds of these teachers have shown theit 
appreciation of the value of the book by or- 
dering it for their students. Before “Ten 
Lessons on Meat” was a month old it was 
being used by the students of several hun- 
dred high schools in practically every state 
in the Union. 

Although the book was published primal- 
ily to meet the needs of high school instrue- 
tors and students, many others are making 
use of it as a text and a reference. It is 
being used in animal husbandry and exten- 
sion departments of colleges throughout the 
country.

BEEF CATTLE OUTLOOK 
FOR THE YEAR 1926. 

Upon information and field observations gathered extensively 
the past two years the Journal has proclaimed a decided beef cat- 
tle shortage and the necessity for introducing more and better 
breeding cattle into the general beef cattle scheme of this country. 
That these contentions have been within bounds the following ex- 
tract taken from Miscellaneous Circular No. 65 issued under date 
of February from the U. S. Department of Agriculture and pertain- 
ing directly to the beef cattle situation is presented: 

“Both the immediate and long-time outlooks for the cattle in- 
dustry now appear more favorable than in recent years. The num- 
ber of steers is the lowest in many years; beef cows number 2,500,- 
000 less than in 1920, but milk cows are more than a million great- 
er, and many of these produce beef calves. The number of breed- 
ing animals is apparently large enough at present to produce as 
much beef as it will pay cattle producers to raise. A reasonably 
constant demand for beef is anticipated, and no prospect of early 
competition in the United States markets from foreign sources is in 
sight. Cattle prices are apparently in the upward swing of the 
cycle with the peak still several years in the future. 

“According to the most recent estimates of the department the 
number of all cattle in the United States declined about 9,000,000 
head between January 1, 1920, and January 1, 1926, or from 68,- 
900,000 to 59,800,000. The estimated decreases were 2,900,000 
steers, 3,400,000 calves, 1,100,000 heifers, and 1,600,000 cows. This 
represents an average annual decrease of about 1,500,000 head dur- 
ing the period. 

“A striking feature of the supply situation is that the number 
of steers has been declining at the rate of about half a million head 
per annum for the past six years, with the result that at present the 
—- of steers in the country is about 30 per cent smaller than in 


“Since the number of milk cows increased steadi 
to 1924 and only decreased slightly in 1925 it is mene ‘a =

“The present beef cattle situation therefore seems to be one of 
a shortage of steers, especially of those over 2 years of age, but 
with breeding herds of cows and heifers sufficiently large to main 
tain as much production as will pay cattlemen to produce. , 
_ “The annual inspected slaughter of cattle and calves during the 
six years, 1920-1925, averaged 12,290 000 head, of which 8,917 000 
head were cattle and 4,474 000 were calves. Apparently the average 
yearly inspected slaughter has keen exceed'ng replacements in the 
inspected slaughter supply areas by akcut 1.2(0 (C0 head a year 
The largest slaughter and gieatest reductions ‘n numlers have ‘been 
during the last three ; ears, the largest being in 1925, 
“Apparently the yearly insrected slaughter of cattle and calves 
can not greatly exceed 12.2(0,0C0 head without still further deplet- 
ing numbers. A slaughter of this numker would ke nearly 20 per 
cent under that of the last year. : 
“Packers in 1925 bought 877.(00,000 rounds moie cattle, ex- 


- cluding calves, than in 1922, and 2&8 000 CCO pcunds move than in 


1924, yet they paid 53 cents per 100 pounds more for cattle in 1925 
than in 1922 and 44 cents more than in 1924. Since the lower-priced 
cattle, that is, cows and heifers, made up a gieater proportion of 
total slaughter in 1925 than in previous years, the actual increase 
in cattle prices was greater than these figures show. Packers also 
bought 238,000,000 pounds more calves in 1925 than in 1922 at an 
increase in price of 62 cents per 100 pounds and 70,000,000 pounds 
more than in 1924 at an increase in price of 98 cents per 100 pounds. 

“The sharp advance in prices of finished cattle in the summer 
of 1925 although not maintained to the end of the year served the 
purpose of revealing the underlying strength of the market and 
showed what may be expected whenever real curtailment of sup- 
plies develops. If the prospective smaller supplies of pork in 1926 
result in higher prices for that commodity an increase in the de- 
mand for beef can be expected. 

“During the first half of 1926, market receipts of slaughter 
cattle are expected to be about the same as in 1925 with prospects 
favoring somewhat heavier supplies of grass cattle this spring from 
the Southwest. Average weights may be somewhat less than a 
year ago. Average prices are expected to show a gradual upward 
trend, although with adequate supplies available no sensational ad- 
vances are in sight. Presumably lower grades will show a dispro- 
portionate advance, thereby narrowing the price spread between 
the better and lower grades of cattle to less than usual. 

“During the last half of 1926 total market receipts of cattle 
are expected to fall considerably below those of 1925. Marketings 
of range cattle are expected to be materially less but the number 
of grain-finished cattle may show an increase. A marked decrease 
in steers, both grass fat and feeders is indicated. Though the gen- 
eral level of beef-cattle prices during this period will depend some- 
what on the general business situation, it is expected to average 
considerably higher than last vear although top prices will probably 
not reach the peak touched in 1925. Well-finished, lightweight cat- 
tle will probably sell at the ton for the greater rart of the year. 
Calf slaughter in 1926 is likelv to ke less than in 1925. No marked 
shortage of veal, however. is anticipated. 

“In making plans for the future, breeding herds should be care- 
fullv culled and cared for and calf crops increased so that the same 
number of cattle will produce a greater quantity of beef of a high- 
er quality. Such beef sheuld sell at relatively higher nrices. The 
maintenance of high-grade breeding herds rather than relatively 
large numbers of steers as in the past will place the cattleman in 
a position to increase production rather promptly when prices jus- 
tify it. This will make for more flexible production, lower produc- 
tion costs, and quicker turnovers.”

OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 


With the renewed interest in beef production 
it is very essential that the breeders of Aber- 
den-Angus cattle put out a creditable exhibit of 
breeding cattle and steers at all the fairs and 
expositions during the fall of 1926. Practically 
all the leading fairs and expositions have a clas- 
sification for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Breeders 
should aim to fill these classes when possible to 
do so. Unless considerable interest is shown 
there is danger of the classes being eliminated 
at some of the fairs or the amount of premium 
money for Aberdeen-Angus cattle decreased and 
the money offered on some other class of live 
stock. This was the case at the New Jersey 
State Fair two years ago. The secretary has 
just secured a reinstatement of the Aberdeen- 
Angus classification at this fair. We have on 
file in the office the dates of the leading fairs 
and expositions and will be glad to assist the 
breeders in planning a fall circuit. It is better 
to have a representative exhibit of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle at all the fairs than to have a very 
large exhibit at a few of the fairs and practical- 
ly no cattle at others. 


We are now making plans to hold several sales 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle under the auspices of 
the Association. The two for which tentative 
places are now being made are, viz; one at the 
time of the American Royal Live Stock Show, 
Kansas City, Missouri, November 13th to 20th. 
The other in connection with the International 
Live Stock Exposition, Chicago, Illinois, Novem- 
ber 27th to December 4th. At each of these 
sales we expect to follow the same plan as adopt- 
ed for the International Sale in 1925. All the 
cattle entered in the sale will be carefully in- 
spected by a committee. All cattle that do not 
come up to the standard for a sale of national 
importance will be rejected. All the cattle will 
be sold subject to a sixty day retest and the re- 
ceipts for the cattle held by the association for 
a period of sixty days before final settlement is 
made. We will be glad to hear from breeders 


who contemplate entering cattle in these sales. 
Approximately fifty head can be handled for 
each sale. 


During the past few months we have had 
numerous inquiries for Aberdeen-Angus calves" 
for calf club work. A request from one com- 
munity was for fifty calves. In a number of 
cases it has been difficult and almost impossible 
to put the calf club leaders in touch with breed- 
ers who had available calves. We consider it 
highly important that we assist county agents 
and club leaders in locating calves for their. 
work. It will be appreciated if the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders will notify the Secretary’s of- 
fice when they have surplus calves that might 
be purchased. 


A considerable number of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders have called at the office of the associa- 
tion during the past few weeks. We wish that 
all the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle might 
do so, either when passing through Chicago or 
when on the Chicago market with live stock. 
The secretary desires to become personally ac- 
quainted with as many of the members of the 
association and breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle as possible. By becoming personally ac- 
quainted and discussing with our breeders their 
problems we will be in a position to render 
greater service to the individual and the associ- 


_ ation. 


A farm name has been adopted by many Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders who are using it in con- 
nection with the recording of-cattle in the herd. 
We consider this a desirable practice as it iden- 
tifies the cattle with the farm. We will be glad 
to reserve farm names for any breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. Before adopting a farm 
name however, it is desirable to learn if the pro- 
posed name is available and has not been re- 
served for some other breeder, thus avoiding 
duplications.

The calves were started 
on a ration of corn, molasses feed, and wheat 
bran; at the end of 20 days, oats were substituted 
for the bran and the ration was slowly inrceased 
until May 1st, when they were placed on blue- 
grass pasture and given a grain mixture in addi- 
tion. From time to time the ration was changed 
to include barley, cottonseed-meal, linseed-meal, 
and clover and alfalfa hay. When on full feed, 
each animal was reeciving daily 18 pounds of corn, 
3 pounds of molasses feed, 2 pounds of barley, 1 
pound of linseed-meal, with a mixture of blue- 
grass and clover hay for roughage.

in the year 1923 was twenty five per cent greater 
than that of its nearest competitor. In the year 1924, 
the Burlington carried 238,041 cars of live stock, or 
2,465,434 tons, which in that year also exceeded the 
business of its nearest competitor by twenty per cent. 
The reason for this pre-eminence of the Burlington 
as a live stock carrier is not only because its lines extend into 
the great stock producing regions and connect them by its own 
tracks with all the great live stock markets of Chicago, St. Louis, 
E. St. Louis, So. St. Paul, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Omaha, Sioux 
City, Denver and Ottumwa, but because the superior character 
of its equipment and the promptness and excellence of its service 
have earned for it a great measure of popularity among stock 
men. They like to ship over the Burlington. 

For a number of years the Burlington, through its agricul- 
tural development bureau, has devoted itself to the promotion of 
improved live stock and greater diversification of farm crops. In 
1923 the Burlington and Colorado & Southern Railways cooper- 
ated with Colorado breeders in the distribution of 29 pure bred 
bulls and 29 pure bred boars, in Colorado. These were exchanged 
in even trade at 29 points in Colorado for scrub sires which sold 
on the Denver market for a total of $589; the pure breds which 
were exchanged for these scrubs were valued at $10,000. In 1924 
the Burlington, with the cooperation of Nebraska breeders of 
pure bred live stock, exchanged 31 pure bred sires valued at 
$6,000 for 31 scrubs which were sold at a total of $609 on the 
Omaha matket. A recent check on the results of this work indi- 
cates that a marked improvement in the quality of live stock is 
being made throughout the territory. 

In what more substantial way could the Burlington System 
show its appreciation to the cowmen of the West for what they 
have done in years gone by and what they are doing today to 
help make the operation of this great common carrier system a 
success? The advantages of this system have been mutual and 
it is a fine thing that better cattle breeding is thus encouraged 
and the Journal joins in extending its appreciation of the fine 
support rendered on the part of the Burlington and the Colorado 
and Southern when they made their respective purchases at 
$19.75 and $100 per hundred weight. The Agricultural Develop- 
ment Bureau is doing a most excellent piece of work when it re- 
places each year a group of scrub sires with real outstanding 
pure bred specimens. Aberdeen-Angus breeders should cooperate.

they are equally as good and in many in- 
stances superior. For instance Greenwood 
ranch sold its yearling steer crop last fall 
right off the ranch at $55.00 per head. It 
takes a good lot to bring a price like that so 
these Dusky lads must have come some- 
where near filling the eye of the experienced 
feeder. All one needs to satisfy himself that 
the Platte Valley is filled with real cattle- 
men is to take a trip up that way and ab- 
sorb some of the general conversation. They 
are cattlemen through and through and they 
are to a surprising extent favoring Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle both on the range and in 
the feed lots. Most of the steers eminating 
from such sources go over the line into the 
feed lots at far less money per head. Just 
why then this premium? Isn’t a steer a 
steer? Or is there a difference in steers? 
The Journal contends that there is a dif- 
ference.

Approximately 100 head of Herefords, 
two-year-olds, yearlings, and calves, are 
munching away daily in the feed lots at lowa 
State College, grinding out with their mo- 
lars the story they will tell cattle feeders 
who make the pilgrimage to Ames for the 
annual “Hey Day” on Wednesday, April 21. 

“Hey Day,” the institution of the Iowa cat- 
tle feeders, is the clearing house where 1,600 
live stock men gather annually to get the 
latest information and experimental data 
concerning the cattle feeding game. 

All of the cattle in the 10 experimental 
lots this year are Herefords. They were 
shipped here from Folsam, New Mexico, and 
were started on feed in December. When 
on April 21 their digestive systems complete 
the experiments they are now working on, 
the animals will have been on feeding tests 
for four months. 

In other years, says John M. Evvard, chief 
in animal husbandry investigation, who is in 
charge of “Hey Day,’ many feeders have
